Applicant's communication filed 10/3/2002 (paper no. 24) is acknowledged and entered into the record. In the communication, 
applicant certifies that the CRF and the Raw sequence listing are identical. However, upon closer inspection of the sequences, there is 
no direct correspondance between the claimed sequences and that listed in the raw sequence listing. For example, claimed SEQ ID 
No: 28 and 30 are drawn to amino acid sequences, however, the raw seqence listing indicates that said sequence are nucleic acid 
sequences. Because there is a discrepency between what is claimed and what is provided in the raw sequence listing, a proper search 
cannot be conducted until it has been corrected and certified that the sequences in the CRF, Raw sequence listing, claims and 
specification are identical.
